COOPS BULWARK OF DEMOCRACY - Dr. Taylor 
Democracy in theory and practice was 
the subject of the talk given by Dr. Carl 

C. Taylor, of the Dep't. of Agriculture, 
guest speaker e* the Greenbelt Civic For- 
um, Wednesdoy ‘>ril 20. Dr. Taylor began 
with Webster's (efinition of democracy as 
government directed by the people collect= 
ively; and pointed.out that certain con- 
ditions such as free assembly, free spee-~ 
ch and free press are absolutely essential 
to a democracy. Lack of economic democ- 
racy is a constant threat to political de- 
mocracy, the doctor stated and added that 
the cooperative movement acts as a bulwark 
for our democratic form of government.

To those whe feel that they can't 
afford tc join now, but who expect to 
join later it is suggested by the Health 
Association that they file applications 
now so that when they are ready tc be- 
gin peyment of dues they need not wait 
30 days before receiving benefits. 

It is not necessary to pay the en= 
tire enrollment fee at once. As little 
as $1.00 a month will be accepted.

According to a dispatch from the 
Cooperator ,League News Service, the 
Farm Bureau Mutual Automobile Insurance 
Company, America's largest auto insur- 
ance cooperative, jumped from seventh 


to fifth place among the mutual automobile 


insurance companies of the nation at 
the close of 1937. The rating is based 
on premiums written. Premium income for 
1937 was $4,353,929, an increase of 
more than a million dollars over 1936. 

The auto insurance co-op was organe 
ized in 1929 with $10,000 capital. At 
the close of 1937 it had assets of 
$5,776,000, and had provided capital 
for the organization of the Farm Bureau 
Matual Fire Insurance Company and the 
purchase of the Cooperative Life Insur- 
ance Company of America. Starting with 
insurance for farmers, the co-op is 
now handling auto insurance for farm 
and city consumers in Ohic and nine 
other states.

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GOVERNI'ENT CENSUS OF COOPERATIVES 
| COMPLETED 

The major section cf the first 
census of the consumers cooperative 
movement in the United States has 
just been completed by the U. S. 

‘ Bureau of Lebor. Statistics, accord- 

- ing to an announcement by The 
Cooperative League of the U.S.A. The 
census of cooperatives has been more 
than year in preparation and is the 
only government survey measuring the 
growth of consumer ccoperatives in 
this country. 

The section of the survey, 98 
complete report of which will appear 
in the May issue of the Monthly Labor 
Review, covers the cooperative pur-= 
chase of consumers goods and shows 
3,500 cooperative associations in this 
field in 1936 with 677,000 individual 
members doing an annual business af 
9182 ,685,000. 

Previous sections of the report, 
covering other types of consumers co- 
' operatives, showed 3,728 cooperative 
televhone associsetions with 330,000 
individual members; 259 electric sup= 
ply cooperatives serving 161,000 farm 
hores; 42 ¢ccoperative buricl associa- 
tions serving 27,000 members; and 35 
cooperative housing ussociations with 
2,200 family members. 

Of the consumers cooperative ase 
sociations serving farm families, the 
current report covers only those which 
desl in consumers goods (groceries, 
general nerchandise, gas and vil, 
etc), These represent 1,173. ccopera- 
tive associations with 303,899 members 





dcing an annual business of $111,998,641, 


A previous stucy by the Farm Credit 
Acninistration covering cooperative pur- 
chase of all types of goeds by farm 
cooperatives shcewed an additional 1,000 
cooperatives with 646,000 members, mak- 
ing a total cf farmers' purchasing 
cocperatives handling consumers foods 
and farm supplies of 2,112 associations 
with an estimated membership of 950,000 
which did a business cf $254,000,000 
‘for the year ending June 30, 1936. 
Consumers cooperative credit and 
cooperative insurance associaticns 
are not included in the survey. 
Statistics are not yet available fcr' 
cooperative insurance companies. The 
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Credit Union National Association 
reports that there are 7,000 credit 
unions in the United States heving a 
total membership of 1,500,000. These 
credit co-ops are reported tc have as- 
sets of $60,000,000 and to have made 
loans of more than $100,000,000 in 
1937. 

Describing the growth of con- 
sumer ccoperatives as “a record of 
slow, quiet expansion™ the report cf 
the Bureau cf Labor Statistics de- 


clares that while most consumer co- 


operatives have been formed in rural 
areas "organized labor is taking a 
new interest in the pcssibilities of 
cooperation and in the formation cf 
cooperative enterprises. Church 
groups are also manifesting a lively 
and growing interest in cccperation.™ 
On the basis of answers to 
general questionnaires mailed to co- 
operative associations plus field work 
in 13 states the Bureau compiled its 
report showing 2,400 cccperative store 
associations with 33,500 members and a 
business of $107,250,000; 1,150 cooper- 
petroleum essociations igouna almost 
wholly in the Mississippi’ valley) 
with 325,000 members and » business 
of $69,985,000; and 50 cther dise- 
tributive associations with 22,250 
members and business of %5,450,000. 
The typicsal American ccocpera- 
tive, according to the report, has a 
membership of from 100 to 250 members. 
States with the ler; est number of co- 
operatives reperted in the survy are 
Minnesota, with 224 assccieticns have 
ing 64,000 individual members; Wis- 
ecnsin, with 200 cooperatives having 
51,000 members; Kansas, with 151 co- 
operatives reperting 21,000 members; 
Illinois, with 149 cceops having 
66,000 members; and Nebraska rencrte- 
ing 123 ccoperatives with 25,600 mem- 
berse although Indiana has fewer co- 
operetive associations than Nebraska 
and Kensas it reported 33,000 cooper= 
ative members. 
The greatest amount cf coopere= 
tive business is stiil concentrated in 


the North Central Stetes where more 
than 70 percent of the total purchases 
of consumers goods was concentrated in ' 
1936. if 
While the report of the Bureau i 
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it represents the most thorough-going . 
study attempted-to date. Previous 
studies made by the Bureau covered co- 
operative development in 1920, 1929. 
and 1933. It

The earlier surveys, like the 
section of the report just released, 
did not include consumers cooperative 
purchasing general farm supplies, 
cooperative telephone associations, 
nor credit unions, but did include 
cooperative housing and burial associ- - 
ations.

I hope that Professor Ce. We Eng- 
land in his answer to my’"Stand" on milk, 
was not being scientifically precise 
when he used the word "disgust" to des- 
cribe his reaction to my’statements. 
Disgust is a strong term, sugresting an 
upset stomach, and would indicate that 
the professor was carried away by his 
feelings, and must therefore have met 
the problem with a prejudiced, very un- 
scientific attitude. However he probab- 
ly used the term loosely, as many of us 
do. 

He certainly has given an excellent, 
very comprehensive statement of the 
present. generally=held thought on milk 
I acknowledged in the beginning that 
milk was held in high repute amonr 
authorities, 

I do not propose to carry on the 
discussione I claim no monopoly on wis- 
dome The figures and conclusions Profes- 
sor England has placed before us are the 
generally accepted ones (although by no 
means all authorities agree with them 
and there is a definite tendency to dis- 
count the present fadelike and cult-like 
enthusiasm over milk). I have mercly 
presented a minority report on the sub- 
ject which I believe the consumer should 
know aboute I will let the authorities 
carry on the discussion, and report im- 
portant developments as I hear of theme 

_ "I do propose here to point out that 
Professor England agreed with me on the 
one point that decided me to take up the 
matter in the first place, namely, that 
milk is harmful to some poople. It is 
true that he, although agreeing with me 
on this point, says that few people are 
so harmed; while on the other hand the 
consumer advisory service to which I 
subscribe reports a Mayo clinic dieti- 
cian as saying that milk is poisonous 
to one person in fifteen. 

Whatever the exact number may be, it 
is news to many mothers and fatherse 
Few know much of anything about allere 
gies; and fewer yet suspect milk. They 
will excuse their children and them- 
selves from eating cabbage and onions, 
because it is common knowledge that 
these are often harmful to individuals, 
but the idea that milk may be harmful 
seems to them preposterous. The power- 
ful producer and distributor groups have

ware that we would probably be hungry 
during the long trip across Sweden, we 
stepped into a fruit store for some ap- 
ples. As usual when we were about to 
make a purchase we were both very ner= 
vous; for when buying involves two lan- 
guages it may be quite an undertaking-- 
even when only half a dozen apples are 
the object. 

Ye discovered that the simplest pro- 
cedure was to learn how to pronounce the 
numbers, then to wolk with a show of 
confidence into the store and hurricdly 
spot whatever we wanted; then pointing 
directly at, say, the apples, to repeat 
over and over with every possible varia=- 
tion of accent the number desired, while 
kecping an eye on the clerk as he undere 
took to understand what was wented.e 

In Sweden it is easier for the Eng-- 
lish speaking visitor to buy than in 
some other countries because even the 
store clerks often have some knowledge 
of our language; but since one can never 
be sure, it is wise to attempt the pur- 
chase in the manner describede

First, we were obviously forcignérs, and 
she may have been anxious to give us a 
favorable impression of her country and 
its people; socondly, wa wore, trading 
in the fruit department of a large Coop- 
erative Society. The first reason rath- 
er falls down when we recall several 
purchases made in Faris, where we were 
severely cheated perhaps -simply because 
we were forcigners and not "wise to" the 
subtle substitutions of the French mere 
chante 

What should be carefully noted is 
that the Swedish clerk in the cooperae 
tive store had absolutely no incentive 
to cheat either foreigners or her own 
countrymen. She was paid a reasonable 
wago by the members of the Society, a 
wage which neither she nor her fellow 
workers could supplement through cheat- 
ing a purchasers 

Had we bcen members of the Coopeoras= 
tive Society, the girl would have pre- 
sented us with a sales slip registering 
the amount of our purchase. We would 
have saved this slip, and at the cnd of 
the fiscal period, upon presenting the 
slip the net profit of our purchase of 
six apples would have been returned to 
use It would have been returned not as 
an inducement to future patronage, but~ 
Simply because in the Cooperative store 
of which WE would then have been part 
owners there is no possible channel in- 
to which the net profit can disappear 
other than into the channel of patronage 
dividend through which the profit flows 
back into the purse of the consumer- 
owner. hig fe 

That sales girl as well as cvery 
other clerk and worker in the store had 
no reason to give us anything other than 
exactly what we asked for. The members 
of this cooperative had hired her to as= 
sist them in making their purchascs. 
Short weight, substitution of quality, 
or any other objectionable trade prac- 
tice common in many countries cffercd no 
gain to her, but instead offered the 
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possibili ty of losing her job for care- 
lessness ie

HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

White Spots can be removed from 
furniture by applving a mixture of 
equal parts cf ammonia and water. 
Do not let the liquid remain on the 
furniture any longer than is necess- 
ary.e Sometimes a cloth moistened with 
warm camphorated cil will removed the 
Stain. 

Heat stains may be removed from 
a highly polished table by applying 
the following in crcer, usinr a sep- 
arate cloth for each: kerosene, al- 
cohol anc sweet or linseed oil. The 
last should be well rubbed in until 
the spot no longer shows. 

Scratches on mahogany or walnut 
furniture can be made almost invisible 
by the application of tincture of 
iodine.
